The U. S. Third Army, attacking 
along the Moselle river on the 
Saar 
basin, was putting armor. and in- 
famtry across the stream as the 
battle raged with mounting inten- 
sity around Toul. 

A new and sixth erossing was 
forced south of Metz, but the Ger- 
mans were fighting back hard and 
efforts to expand the bridgeheads 
made little progress and American 
losses were considerable. 

Whether the First Army or the 
Third entered Luxembourg was 
not disclosed for security reasons, 
nor was the point of entry. 

In northern Belgium, the Brit- 
ish gouged out gains a orn the 
Albert canal at two bridgeheads- 
and two other American armies 
were engaged in heavy slugging 
matches, which pinned down Ger- 
man forces along the southern 
stretches of the flaming 400-mile 
battlefront. 

The British were fighting in the 
streets of Gheel, two miles north 
of their bridgehead 25 miles east 
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of Antwerp. To thé @ ‘east they were 
engaged in a stiff battle around 
Hechtel after a four-mile push east 
of Bourgleopold. They were ap- 
— 20 miles from the 
erman frontier on the road 
around Kleve, the northern anchor 
of the Siegfried line. 
168,000 PRISONERS — 

The First Army’s drive toward 
Aachen cut through fresh German 
forces under orders from Adolf 
Hitler to stand or die. 

The Americans reached Lim- 
bourg, which is 12 miles southwest 
of Aachen and 8% miles from the 
German frontier, behind Siegfried 
line outposts. 

These forces were within four 
miles of Eupen, Belgium, which 
the Nazi dictator incorporated into 
the Reich by decree in 1940, Along 
this front the German fortifica- 
tions are strong and  thickly- 
studded since they shield the great 
Rhineland industrial cities of Dus- 
seldorf and Cologne. 

The Americans knifing toward: 
Holland on the north were travel- 
ing toward the weakest link in 
the German defense chain—the 70 
miles of hastily-built fortifications 
from Aachen north to Kleve. 


ROLL NAZIS BACK 


They were sending Hitler’s 
legions back the way they camé, 
for it was at Maastricht that the 
invaders streamed across the 
Meuse river four years ago before 
the Allies could blow up the 
bridges. 

The Americans also swept up 
Remicourt and Hex, 12 miles 
northwest of the fallen Belgian 
fortress of Liege, and one force 11 
miles southeast of Liege took 
Theux, three miles above the 
world-famous health resort of Spa. 

Americans pushing steadily 
through the Ardennes forest, once 
considered an impenetrable mili- 
tary barrier, entered Neufchateau, 
14 miles from the. Luxembourg 
border, and Marche, 25 miles to 
the north. 

The German communique said 
the Americans had advanced due 
east of Sedan to the town of Ar- 
lon, two miles from Luxembourg’s 
border.and 13 miles northwest of 
the Duchy’s capital city of the 
same name. 

PENETRATING FOREST 

The Doughboys also were 
threading their way through the 
forest east of St. Hubert, which is 
between Marche and Neufchateau 
and is 18 miles from the Duchy’s 
border. 

There was heavy fighting on the 
two British bridgeheads across the 
Albert canal, east of Antwerp, but 
the Tommies were widening their 
footholds despite the arrival of 
fresh German troops from Hol- 
land. 

British vanguards were moving 
north toward the Dutch border. 
Gen. Patton’s Third Army was 
locked in grim fighting with Ger- 
man forces trying to throw the 
Americans back across the Mo- 
selle river from their five bridge- 
heads, but reinforcements were 
arriving and the general outlook 
was somewhat better.

Presbyterian stalks among us” and it is 
not possible to shake off his last words 


on the subject, “We will have the job to 


do over within 25 years.” 

‘Wilson missed it by a few years. The 
job came even sooner. 

The movie itself, which will have its 
southern premiere Wednesday evening, 
is interesting beyond its story and sub- 
ject. It is an attempt by Darryl F. Zanuck, 
the producer, to move outside the Holly- 
wood formula. If it fails, Mr. Zanuck 
has announced he: will never make an- 
other picture that does not include Betty 
Grable and her legs. Happily, this at- 
’ tempt on the part of the moving picture 
industry to come of age, will not be a 
failure. Great crowds have seen it in 
the east and unstinted enthusiasm and 
ticket demand has been its reward.

3,500 Bombers Over Germany 


The combined American and British air 
commands in Europe are planning an 
aerial assault on Germany so heavy that 
there is hope the blow will be such it 
will end the war. It is planned to send 
3500 heavy bombers, with appropriate 
fighter escort, over the Reich at one time. 

When the day of the first 1,000-plane 
raid in history, the attack on Cologne in 
May, 1942. is recalled, and when it is re- 
membered how stunned. the world was by 
the devastation wrought, some hint of the 
terrific blow to be struck by 3,500 bombers 
can be realized. 

The public has had little authentic 
news, of late, on the effect of the strategic 


bombing of German war factories and 


military targets. Just how the people of 
Germany have reacted to. the wholesale 
death and destruction which has been vis- 
ited upon their cities has not been told in 
reports of recent weeks. 

About two months ago travelers from 
Berlin to neutral countries stated that 


three million inhabitants of that much- 
bombed city were living like rats in the 
holes and cellars beneath the rubble of 
their smashed buildings. Others have fled 
from the cities to the countryside, 

So far, it appears that Hitler.and his 


Nazis, through the -brutal compulsion of 
the Gestapo, have kept the German people 
quiescent, though there have been hints of 
clashes between SS troops and regular 
army troops. 

Whatever the situation inside the Reich, 
as the day of surrender draws nearer so 
fast, it appears impossible for any nation 
to long stand up to the weight of air at- 
tacks carried by 3,500 bombers dropping 
their lethal loads at once. 

It will be a terrific demonstration of 
the overwhelming power built up by the 
United Nations and should convince even 
such fanatics as Ke Nazi leaders that their 
only choice is between surrender and na- 
tional death.

From Oats to Pines 
In Twenty Years 


When 1920 came around Wilkes county, Geor- | 


gia, had in it more farmer-millionaires than any 
other county in Georgia. Cotton was king. But 

Two enemies of the cotton south were on the way. One had 
been coming slowly, traveling a few miles per year. It had pains- 
takingly crossed the Rio Grande river into Texas. It was a crawl- 
ing, hitch-hiking enemy, making slow, tedious progress. This was 
the boll weevfl. . By 1921 it had arrived along with a faster trav- 
eler, deflated cotton prices. Cotton fell from 45 cents to 9 cents. 
Communities which had counted their cotton bales by the thou- 
sands counted them in the low hundreds. 

do not know anywhere in the state that the impact of these 
two forces may be more plainly seen. 

Land that sold for $200 an acre now sells for $4.50 an acre. 
There is considerable speculation in land because of the fact that 
timber is bringing a good price and many farmers, with land for 
sale, do not know how to estimate what they have in timber. 

One may drive for miles between literal forests of young pine 
trees, 17 to 20 years old. Many are so thick with trees one cannot 
see through them. 

“That was an ‘oat field in 1926.“ your Wilkes county friend will 
Say. “This was all in cotton 20 years ago” „ “all was 
selling at $200 an acre—not worth it maybe, but that’s what it 
‘brought... you can buy it now for $5 an-.acre ... five years ago 
the insurance companies owned about a third of the farm land 
in Wilkes. That is changing fast. Now, they don’t own so much. 
This field here I bought from Washington and Lee University. I 
don't know how they came to have it . . now in this region there 
are a lot of white, independent farmers on small farms making a 
go of things. They work hard, but they make a go of it... over 
there behind that hill s where the Revolutionary War battle of 
tle Creek was fought ... the first cotton mill in the south was 

ot far from here . . 1811 was its date.... Yes... the last meet- 
ing of the Confederate government was held here ... right where 
the courthouse stands. They took the Confederate gold this far 
and after that no one knows. I guess they divided it up... I 
hope so.. there wasn't anyone else to give it to.. . . Yes, that's 
Bob Toombs' old house . . . it’s an old town and a good one. 


I went to Washington (Wilkes) because Asa G. Ben- 
nett, former county agent and now a farmer-caitle 
dealer, and I had reached the “cussin’ out” stage in our correspond- 
ence. 

I told him I'd come over if he'd have a chicken dinner. He did. 
Or rather Mrs. Bennett did. There was fried chicken and chicken 
pie, four vegetables, thin corn cakes, hot biscuits from flour grounds 
from some of his own wheat, cream chicken gravy and lemon pie. 

After that I couldn't have quarreled or argued if a Dewey man 
had been around, Come to think of it, maybe there was one around. 
I was there for a Farm Bureau meeting, as it turned out, so all I did 
was listen to Asa Bennett, H. L. Wingate and other members ham- 
mer home their arguments. \ 


If 1 have said it once in this column I have said 
it a hundred times that the farmer has been caught 
in the economic wringer. He is better off than he was, some with 
special crops are much better off, but most of them are caught in 
the wringer, and have been so caught for a great many years. 

There has never been such a stretch between what the farmer 
gets for his product and what the consumer pays for them, as there 
is today. There is too much being taken out somewhere am the 
middie, The farmer sees that. 

One of the things which makes the cattle dealers see red is 
what seems to them to be collusion between the big company buy- 
ers, They can’t prove, this, but they believe it and they can show 
What they can prove is that cattle are 
ght at disgracefully stretched prices, ranging from 3 cents to 


«18 cents, and the only subsidy in the cattle business is going to the 


packers. 

They can see no justice in that fact. 

They think, and believe, the OPA is rigged against the farmer. 
The prices he gets are good. But what he buys, especially labor, 
costs more than ever. They believe “Big Business“ pressure and 
organized labor are against them. 

The Wilkes county farmers are thinking, as are many others. 
They have figured, for instance, that the lowest work estimate 
for one acre of cotton is 100 hours from planting through picking. 
The average yield for an acre is a little more than a half-bale. That 
means that the very peak amount a man can get from one acre 
is a little more than $60 for lint and seed. 

They measure that against the lowest war wage paid, 40 cents 
an hour, with time and a half for overtime. 

There are many other examples. I put down a few to show 
you why the farmer has a rock in his shoe. 

Wilkes county, with a going co-operative creamery, new pas- 
tures, a small manufacturing plant, and some of the finest people 
om earth, is better off than many counties. But it, like all other 
communities, is wondering about the postwar years and what ought 
to be done to get ready,

“Anyway, what I called about, was to ask you if you wouldn't 
publish some of the official figures about British achievements in 
the war. Something I can clip out and quote if I ever run across 
any more dumbbells like the fellow I'm telling you about.” 

So, in response to that appeal, herewith a few statistics—official 
and absolutely accurate. The figures given in most instances cover 


the time only up to the end of 1943. Later figures are not available. ; 


Casualties 


‘were 667,159. 


Total casualties in the armed forces of the British 
Commonwealth for the first four years of war 
The Commonwealth includes all countries in the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, such as Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, etc. 

Of that total of 667,159 casualties, among the men of Britain 
proper, that is England, Scotland, Wales and North Ireland, were 
387,996, or 58 per cent. 

Of the total Commonwealth killed, 158,741, 
mourned 120,958, or 76 per cent. 

These figures include only the armed, fighting forces. They do

not include the thousands of the merchant marine who died, or the 


civilian casualties in Britain from enemy bombing. I have no fig- 
ures on the merchant marine casualties, but the German bombers 
killed or injured 109,101 British civilians up te the end of 1943. 
This does not, of course, include the victims of ¢he robot bombs. 
War Production 28 some statistics on British war pro- 


From the beginning of the war to the end of 1943, Britain pro- 
duced 83,000 tanks, armored cars and carriers. In the same period 
Britain produced more than 115,000 guns of caliber larger than 
20 mm. and more than 5,250,000 machineguns, sub-machineguns 
and rifles. In addition, hundreds of thousands of 40 mm. and 20 
mm. cannon and machineguns have been turned out. These fig- 
ures are for the army alone. They do not include the guns of all 
calibers from .5 to 15 inches for the navy. 

Ammunition: British production was 150,000,000 rounds of gun 
ammunition and nearly 7,000,000,000 rounds of small arms am- 
munition, up to the end of 1943. 

Aircraft? More than 90,000, mainly combat types. 

Unarmored vehicles? More than 1,000,000 manufactured, a

Total of fighting Men in the armed forces for the entire 
commonwealth, are of the United Kingdom, Britain herself. The 
total is about 9,000,000, with about 4,500,000 from Britain. 

The population of Britain is 33,000,000 men and women between 
the ages of 14 and 64. Of these, 22,750,000 are in the armed -serv- 
ices, in civilian defense, in war industries or essential occupations. 

There is an additional army of 2,000,000—not included in the 
4,500,000 listed above—representing the home guard. This is a 
local, unpaid, part-time defense force, entirely made up of volunteers. 

Finally, on war expenditures. Britain has spent on direct war 
costs, up to April, 1944, $69,419,000,000. 

All this, it must be remembered, by a country not as large in 
area as the state of Georgia and with a population less than one- 
fourth that of the United States. 

The British have a habit, perhaps unfortunately, of not talking 
much of their.own achievements. They are quick to give praise 
to achievements by the fighting men from other parts of the world. 
eg, ae sort of take it for granted their own men will fight as well as 
the best, and they sort of take it for granted, too, that the public 
knows this. 

They are contributing all possible for victany, both on the battle 
fields and at home. All they seem to lack is a good public relations 
organization.

Lynch Law 
Is Far-Reaching 


When senators work together to 
defeat an antilynching bill, mysti- 
fied people who do not read be- 
vond the headlines are apt to say: 
“Is it possible that the highest 
ranking statesmen of a civilized 
land approve or condone lynch- 
ing?” 

The answer is that no rational 
person approves it. But many peo- 
ple, for different reasons, think a 
| federal law concerning it would 
do more harm than good. 


Among these are the people who 
fear any further centralization of 
power. Under our dual system of 
government, the police power of 


preserving the peace has always 
been left to the states. The na- 
tional government has not con- 
cerned itself with such matters as 
theft, arson, assault and murder. 
In the few instances where it seem- 
ed necessary for the central gov- 
ernment to asume jurisdiction in 
such matters, it has done so only 
when commission of the crime in- 
volved crossing a state line. 


The people approved these meas- 


ures, but recent growth of federal 
power has caused many to oppose 


and dread any further enlarge- 


ment of it for any purpose, 

Other people fear a federal anti- 
lynching law because it might be 
used in ways not contemplated by 
its sponsors. 

“Lynching” is not a synonym 
for murder. The victim is lynched, 
even though he survives, For 
lynching is the “execution or in- 
jury of a person or persons by pri- 
vate individuals without due proc- 
ess of law, as by a mob.” 


And a mob is à disorderly 
crowd, usually lawless, and acting 
in concert to do violence. 


Consider, then, a thing that hap- 
pened on March 2 29 last year. A 
“large group” ef men assembled 
around a machine operated by a 
fellow workman and took him to 
the outer gate of the plant, where 
he was turned over to others. 
These took him by force to a 
parking lot where “they set upon 
him, beat him, kicked him, and 
among other injuries inflicted, 
broke his jaw.“ The quoted words 
are from official ‘court records. 
(The man’s offense was his re- 
fusal to slow down production of 
vital war material.) 

This man was lynched by a 
mob. And even though the su- 
preme court has authorized the 
use of force by union men in 
other instances, 
years to come will undoubtedly 
hold that a lynching is a lynching, 
regardless of cause or place or the 
race of the victim. 
| People who oppose one kind of 
lynching condone other kinds, and 
they will not favor a federal anti- 
lynching law until they are sure 
it will not forbid violence by men 
“fighting to preserve their rights.”

FDR May Gain 
Three New States 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 10.—In addition to hold- 

ing as much of their past gains as possible, 

Democrats ate making a strong bid for carrying 
in the coming November election at least three states which 
President Roosevelt lost to Wendell L. Willkie four years ago. 


Strange as it may sound, Maine, one of the two states carried 
by former Gov. Alf Landon in 1936, is among the three. The 
other a are Michigan, the largest state won by Willkie in 1940, 
and Indians. 


Some of the reports received by democratic national hea 
ters from Maine are so optimistic that they are all but incred 
Party leaders regard them as too good to be true. 


With the exception of 1912, when there was a split in the 
Republican party, Maine has not gone Democratic in a presidential 
election in more than half a century. The people of the Pine Tree 
State have been about as consistent in the support of the Repub- 
lican cause as Democrats of the deep south have been in their 
allegiance to the party of Jefferson. 

And yet Democrats today are confident that they have aa 
excellent chance to deliver the state’s five electoral votes to Roose- 
velt in November.

F oreign Policy Helps favorable outlook. e is the favor 
with which President Roosevelt's foreign policy is regarded in the 
state, Some of the most influential Republican leaders of the state 
have been outspoken in their praise of the administration's prograrn 
for building an international organization to enforce world peace 
after the war. 

The other factor is the large influx of war workers, mainly 
those engaged in shipbuilding. These elements are preponderantly 
supporters of the fourth term, and they are counted on to cut 
heavily into normal Republican majorities. 

When it is recalled that Willkie carried Maine by only about 
7,000 votes in 1940, while the rest of the Republican ticket won by 
some 50,000, it must be evident that there ig some basis for 
Democratic hopes. 

In the case of Indiana, a second Willkie state where the Demo- 
crats are making a real bid for support, the outlook is hopeful 
because of two different factors. First, there is quite a bit of 
lingering resentment in the state over the manner in which the 
Republican Old Guard treated Mr. Willkie, a native son, at the 
Chicago convention. 

Not only was he not invited to take any formal part in the 
Chicago „ but his name was not once mentioned by 
any speaker from the convention platform. It was an affront which 
Mr. Willkie's friends along the Wabash have not forgiven, and one 
that was wholly out of keeping with his position as the titular 
head of the party. The Dewey-Bricker ticket will lose many votes 
in Indiana because of that studied slight. 

Another reason to make Democrats optimistic over the prospects 
in Indiana is ‘the strong state ticket the party is offering. Gov. 


| Schricker, who was being elected as a Democrat at the same time 


Mr. Willkie was carrying the state as a Republican, is now a can- 
didate for the senate, while the Democratic candidate for governor 
is Sen. Jackson, who served so ably as chairman of the July 
Democratig national convention. 

The situation in Michigan, which Mr. Willkie carried by only 
7,000 votes in 1940, is epitomized by the exceedingly large number 
of war workers who have migrated into the state since Pearl Harbor. 
Estimates are that there are at least 500,000 of these new migrants 
who are eligible to vote, four-fifths of them in the city of Detroit. 

The overwhelming majority of them are for Roosevelt, and the 
CIO, through its Political Action Committee, is seeing to it that 
they are registered. If the organized labor groups are successful

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—() 
Navy Secretary Forrestal reported 
tonight that the Navy trained 1, 
303,554 officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel in the year ending last 
June 30. 

This, he said, represented crews 
of 4,063 new Navy Vessels of all 
types, plus more than 20,000 land- 
ing craft and additions to the per- 
sonnel of the rapidly expanding 
naval air service. 

He reported also, that of the 2,- 
987,311 personnel in the Navy on 
June 30, approximately 83 per 
cent had been added since the Jap- 
anese “sneak” attack on Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7, 1941. 

Despite the extensive trairi»” 
program of the last year, he said 
“the Navy will be required, in we 
current fiscal year, to train ap- 
proximately 600,000 new personnel 
who are expected to be drawn into 
the service from civilian life by 
June 30, 1945. 

“The collapse of Germany will 
result in no curtailment of the 
Navy’s training program,” he con- 
tinued. “The continued successful 
prosecution of the war against 
Japan will require, according to 
present estimates, that the Navy 
continue to expand until it reached 
a strength of 3,389,000 by June 30, 
1945.“

“Here’s how it works. He pays 
me $15 per week salary, regardless 
of the office income. But for 
every $10 we take in per week in 
excess of $100, I get $1 as my 
bonus. 

“Believe me, Dr. Crane, it cer- 
tainly spurs me on, though I have 
always tried to do my best here- 
tofore. 

“Now I see that all accounts 
are paid, even to the extent of 
visiting some of our delinquent 
clients on my own time during the 
evening. And most of them pay 
me something to put on the books.

The disadvantage of the usual 
bonus as contrasted with piece- 
work income lies in the fact that 
bonuses are generally deferred till 
the end of six months or a year. 
Remote rewards are never as ef- 
fective as those which are im- 
mediate.

DOCTORS PAY LOW WAGES 

Dentists and physicians prob- 
ably pay far the lowest wages in 
this nation for the caliber of girls 
whom they demand as assistants. 

They want a good looking youug 
woman with a college education 
or a nurse’s training. In addition, 
the girl must be a ee 
and bookkeepér, janitress of the 
reception room and laboratory 
technician: : 

She should be tactful and gra- 
“ous, suave and well dressed. It 
is also preferable that she have 
an attractive telephone voice. And 
for all of these virtues, the girl 
is lucky to receive $15 per week; 
even without a bonus. Salaries 
of $20 and $25 weekly are big, 
even in New York and Chicago, 
where living costs are high, 

These girls are usually quite 
loyal and conscientious, so they 
ought to be given a bonus or per- 
centage arrangement, even if the 
young doctor’s income is so low 
— 8 pay a high wage at the 
start.

were lost. This means, perhaps, that some special report should 
be made in this particular situation, and the woman should not be 
left in a position where she might be forced to take an inferior 
job at less pay, thus pulling down the whole standard of living 


for the family. 


Of course, the only way that we can be secure in the future 
is through having full employment, and sometimes I think the plans 
which will bring this about are emerging rather slowly from the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—() 
An American proposal that all 


nations join to guarantee world 
freedom of news as one means 
preserving future peace has been 
drawn up here and may be sub- 
mitted soon to the other United 
Nations. 

Worked out by the State Depart- 
ment, the proposed policy is 
known to have been under study 
for some time. Any number of 
proposals have been put forward 
and, for one reason or another, re- 


| jected by those engaged in pre- 


paring a draft. Agreement was 
reached only within the last few 
days on a final draft. 

Persons high in the administra- 
tion, congressmen and other offi- 
cials, are known to have been 
deeply impressed by evidence from 
inside liberated Europe and from 
German prisoners of the extent to 
which the Nazis have been able 
to mislead peoples politically by 
first poisoning their minds with 
“lying propaganda and half- 
truths.” 

The proposed American policy| 
statement is understood to cover 
two main points: 

(1) That newsmen should have 
the right to gather news wher- 
ever it develops or exists and also 
to write and transmit it out of 
any country without hindrance. 

(2) That each country should 
permit the unhindered receipt of 
news from anywhere else in the 
world. 

Means of promoting the free 
interchange of information among
